Premier Bracken and his colleagues in the 
cabinet of Manitoba must now believe in Santa | 
Claus. Last week the Ministers received word | 
from Ottawa that the Dominion Government | 
“had approved a highway and bridge building 
program for that amounting to 
2,500,000, the federal and provincial treasuries 
each to bear half the cost. 

The news took them completely by surprise 
These projects had been discussed with the 
federal Government months ago, but were | 
struck off the list by the federal authorities, and 
the program for the year made up. The Dom- 
inion refused assistance for any road-building 
at all except improvement of a section of the 
Trans-Canada and work on a ten-mile stretch 
of road near Industrial Peace Garden. Hence 
the surprise of the prc sters when 
from Ottawa came the unexpected anr-unce- 
ment that these discarded projects had bee 
approved and the federa] treasury would sur 
half the cost of making them 

If the news came as a surprise there is no 
mystery about why it came. With the elec- 
tions only a month away Mr. Bennett and his 
associates decided to revive the eld racket of 
throwing a few millions of public money into 
the scales in hope of drawing votes their wa 
and perhaps capturing a few doubtful constitu- 
encies. 

No other motive can explain the sudden 
about-face. It is too late in the season for much 
road-building to be done; if the object were to 
supply work for idle men the projects would 
have been approved and put in hand long ago. 
So far as this season is concerned the spending 
will be mainly on paper and the employment 
benefits mainly in the future.

ALL EYES ON ALBERTA 
Premier Aberhart returns from his eastern 
trip without the $18,000,000 he sought, but with 
money enough to carry on until it is decided 
what Government will be in power at Ottawa 
at the end of October. And with all necessary 
assurance that whatever Government is then in 
power will deal with Alberta as with the other 
provinces. 

The press of eastern Canada, like that of the 
west, has treated the Premier generously. While 
few profess to believe that his experiment will 
turn out well, there is a general hope that it 
will, and equally general admission that should 
it do so there will be Social Credit schemes set 
up in the other provinces also. 

Alberta is recognized throughout Canada as 
undertaking to solve by one method a problem 
that demands solution everywhere—the pro- 
blem of want in the midst of plenty. The method 
is not unanimously approved, in Alberta or else- 
where, but the urgency of accomplishing the 


end in view is not a matter of difference of 
opinion. Nobody wants this paradox to con- 


tinue; and all must hope that Alberta will show 
how it can be ended.

Many of the complaints are in regard to the 
obligation to buy all one’s requirements at the 
company store—at company store prices. 

One man, of whom I was told, unable to 
purchase a desired radio at the company store 
price, had one shipped in from the city. 

“Why didn’t you buy it from the company 
store?” he was allegedly asked by the manager. 
“Can't afford the price they ask,” he said. 

“Well, you better go and look for a job 
where you bought your radio,” he was allegedly 
told. 

According to my informant the man was not 
formally dismissed. But each morning there- 
after when he went to the mine office to see 
what men were wanted for the day, his number 
was not on the board. 

In another case, I was told that a couple of 
young fathers who had arranged to have fresh 
milk shipped in for their babies, had to desist 
under managerial objection. There may have 
been fear lest it affect the sales of the canned 
variety. 

Bread sells at 15 cents a loaf or two for a 
quarter. Beef of a grade one could buy ina 
city butcher shop for 8 cents a pound, will bring 
as high as 35 cents a pound in a company store. 
The store expects to supply the purchases of all 
of its employees, whether it be for the prover- 
bial packet of pins or a new autemobile. In 
some of the camps the mine manager will hold 
the agency for automobiles and motorcycles 


A miner complaint is of the high ground 
rents charged in some of the camps. Land for 
ite purposes is leased from the govern- 
ment for $1 an acre per year. Sub-leased in 
tiny lots for cottages, the charge is $2 or more 
per lot, per month. In one of the camps it was 
forbidden for men to “board” with friends or 
relations because it interfered with the profits 
of the company boarding house. 

There are tales of commissions being exacted 
from visiting hairdressers, beauty parlor and 
other female operators, and complaints of de- 
ductions from pay-checks for dances arranged 
in support of the loca! ball or hockey team. 

Worst feature of all is the fear that has been 
instilled in these people. They will only speak 
in whispers behind closed doors. Not a man of 
the score who spoke to me would censent to 
let me use his neme or his evidence as a start- 
ing point for investigation.

There is one courageous exception—a letter- 
writer, Mr. P. M, Mellett, electrician at Sterco, 
who has sent me an outline of many alleged in- 
dividual! cases of tyranny in the camps. He is in 
the fortunate position of living and working in 
one of the two camps which he says “have 
policies of beneficial consideration to their em- 
ployees’—Mountain Park and Stereo. It is to 
be hoped that the commission will bring Mr 
Melljett before them and use his evidence as a 
means of freeing the coal mining industry of 
Alberta from the alleged tyranny and profiteer- 
ing that is said to be rife in most of the closed 
camps 

Among the cases Mr. Mellett refers to in a 
letter to me on the subject he mentions the 
following: 

“A man was induced by a mine manager 
to move his wife and family out to a mine 
on promise of work. After financial 
resources were exhausted, he was told that 
he would not be needed.” 

“A teamster who gave a lift for a few 
yards to a man packing his bedroll had fifty 
cents deducted from his pay.” 

“A bushman who worked 247 hours one 


his 


month, after the deductions were made 
from his pay, still owed his employer 
$11.15." 


“A delivery bey rushed a fire hose to a 
widow's cottage that was on fire, He was 
met by the mine manager, knocked from 
his wagon, and the wagon driven back to 
the fire hall.” 

“One mine manager developed a grudge 
against a man ata ball geme. Later he in- 
duced the fellow to his room where two 
friends of the manager are reported to have 
held the man while the manager relieved 
himself by giving the fellow a severe beat- 
ing up.” 

“At another mine it is reported that your 
success is practically assured if you have a 
pretty and accommodating wife that will 
smile at the superintendent.” 

“One mine manager throws his hat on 
the ground when displeased, jumps on it 
and swears till out of breath, then fires 
every man that he can see. His super- 
intendent ... throws rocks at his men.” 

“A fellow bought a cheap suit at Eaton's 
and on first appearance in it he was sent to 
Eaton's to get a job.” 

“Does the public know that the average 
days’ work per man per year is less than 
two hundred, and that after all deductions 
have been taken off, the average workman's 
cheque is less than $60.”

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How Well Can You 
Adjust Yourself? 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Fundamentally, life depends upon continual 
adjustment. In fact, life is nothing else than 
a long chain of adjustments and during the en- 
} tire ‘life period, we are constantly changing, 
} constantly being made over. The word adjust 
comes from the Latin and means to join. The 
literal meaning is to cause to 
fit. While we are adjusting 
ourselves to a certain situa- 
tion we are causing our re- 
actions and our mental atti- 
tude to fit that situation. 
Another meaning of the word 
adjust is to harmonize. Cer- 
tainly, the individual who is 
well adjusted is in complete 
harmony with his desires, his 
environment, and with those 
people around him with 
whom we must mingle and share the experience 
of life. Another way of expressing adjustment 
is to call it adaptation, 

All of the material with which we deal is 
essentially the same, yet ever changing in form. 
The variety is endless, the underlying substance 
is unchanging. We can not get very far away 
from the fact that the highest forms of life 
depend upon an endless series of tearing down 
and building up processes and we must adjust

ourselves to these processes. 

One of the principal forms of adjustment 
concerns itself with our adjustment to environ- 
ment. When we are happily adjusted to any 
certain place, we say it feels like home. When 
we are truly adjusted, we feel at home any- 
where. When we are adjusted in every way, 
we do not rely upon familiar surroundings to 
support us. We know that we are strong enough 
to meet any situation no matter how unfamiliar, 
and we are then as comfortable while living in 
a jungle as while living in the house in which 
we were born. If we are contented in any sur- 
roundings, then we may be sure that there has 
occurred an inner adjustment which makes us 
| fit those surroundings. When we possess the 

power to fit ourselves to any environment, then 

we have learned the secret of true adjustment. 

Regardless of how much that environment may 
| change, we will remain contented because we 

can adjust ourselves in any direction necessary 


In making an adjustment, we must be ready 
to let go of the old in order to grasp the new, 
just as a man who is holding a rope must put 
down the rope to hold a diamond. We must let 
go of old habits, old prejudices, old ideas, old 
ways of doing things. 

Adjustment consists of mental changes and 
through these changes we fit ourselves to con- 
ditions as they are. We face reality and make 
any adaptation or alteration needed so that the 
; mental image which we hold, will fit the 
| external reality. Failure to adjust ourselves to 
; Yeality must in the end produce mal-adjustment 
which is attended by a host of psychological 
| ills. We must all at some time properly adjust 
| ourselves to the three basic desires of life: the 
desire to live, the desire to mate, and the desire 
to be great. When we find a way to satisfy 
these desires which is satisfactory, then we are 
well adjusted. When the way we feel about 
these desires is in conflict with actual facts, 
we are poorly adjusted. We can not change the 
facts, but we can change our adjustment to 
| them. 


When we are poorly adjusted, we become 
| irritable and uncomfortable, and the only way 
| that we can become comfortable in our relation 
| to the actual situation is to bring about a better 
| adjustment to it. We may try to escape from it 

by running away but this is of little value since 
the same problem will repeat itself. The one 
who is badly adjusted will develop an inner 
conflict and this conflict will waste a great deal 
of valuable energy and you may become so 
depleted that you are on the verge of what is 
popularly called a nervous+break-down.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1774, Sir Guy 
Carleton, who had been in Eng- 
land for four years facilitating 
the passage of the Quebec Act, re- 
turned to Quebec, accompanied 
by Lady Carleton and their two 
children. The Carleton marriage 
had its romance. While in Eng- 
land, Guy Carleton had visited 
Lord Howard of Effingham. There 
were two daughters at the castle, 
Lady Anne and Lady Maria. Both 
girls did their best to make things 
pleasant for the visitor from 
America, but looked upon him 
more as an uncle than as a poten- 
tia! suitor. But Carleton took a 
liking to Anne and asked Lord 
Howard's permission to propose. 
The two girls were sitting one 
day with a Miss Seymour, a rela- 
tive, when a message came to 
Anne from her father, bidding her 
presence in the library. She went, 
but she returned, her eyes red 
with tears.

TORONTO, ‘Sept. 18.—Amateur 
hockey players who intend trying 
out this fall with professional tean 
will have to make up their mind 
and receive official permission be 
fore December |, it was announced 
here Tuesday by W. A. Hewitt 
registrar of the Canadian amateur

4. They must not under any cir- 
cumstances take part in a profes- 
sional game.
